CONFERENCE HAS BILL

HARDEST BY STORM

Further Provides For Na­ 
tional 
Guard 
Of 
425,000 Men. 


Washington, April 21,-r-The senate 
by a vote of 46 to IO passed the army 
reorganization bill. 
It now goes to 
conference. 
Opposing the measure was one Re­ 
publican, Gronna of North Dakota, 
and nine Democrats, Dial, Harrison, 
McKellar, Overman, Reed, Sheppard, 
Simmons, Smith of South Carolina 
and Trammell. 
Thd measure provides for a regular 
army of 297,000 officers and men, a 
national guard of 425,000 and a volun­ 
tary aystem of military training for 
young men between the ages of 18 
and 21. 
Except for the provisions fixing the 
size of the regular army and the na­ 
tional guard, the senate and house 
measures are widely different. 
The 
house bill authorized a regular army 
of 299,000 men and 17,832 officers, 
while the senate measure provides 
for 280,000 enlisted men and 17,043 
officers. 
Universal military training prom­ 
isee the principal obstacle for the 
senate end 
house conferees. 
The 
house bill made no provision 
for 
training, leaders there planning to 
bring out a separate training meas­ 
ure. 
In the senate measure provision is 
made for four months’ training after 
Jan. I, 1922. 
Enlistment In the na­ 
tional reserve or national guard is 
optional, but not compulsory, upon 
conclusion of training. 
Under both the senate and house 
hills the national guard would con­ 
sist of 800 men and officers for each 
member of congress and be supported 
by the federal government, although 
under “direct” orders of the gover­ 
nors cf the several states. 
Provisions in the senate bill for 
gradual reduction of the regular army 
to about 200,000 men in five years 
were eliminated by the senate after 
substitution of the voluntary for the 
compulsory training system. 
A plan 
for graduated reduction of the regu­ 
lar establishment is contained in the 
house bill, however. 


CUMMINS WILL

Chicago, April 21.—Homer S. Cum­ 
mings, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, was selected to 
act as temporary chairman of the 
party’s national convention at San 
Francisco next June. 
The selection 
was made by the executive committee 
of the national committee. 
Colonel John I. Martin of St. Louis, 
for 25 years sergeant-at-arms of the 
national committee, was chosen ser­ 
geant-at-arms of the convention. 
X. J. Hoffman^ of Indiana is to be 
temporary secretary; W. R. Hollister 
of Missouri, his first assistant, and 
J. J. Hughes of Oklahoma first assist­ 
ant sergeant-at-arms. 
The Democratic chieftains meeting 
here listened to a speech in which 
Cummings sounded what they said, 
probably, would be the main point of 
his “keynote address” at the conven­ 
tion. 
The Republican party has lost 
its moral character, he declared, in 
launching a vigorous attack on the 
action of the majority in congress in 
defeating the peace treaty and league 
of nations, and particularly the meth­ 
ods by which control of the foreign 
relations committee was held by the 
Republicans.

CONFERENCE HAS BILL 


Further Provides For Na­ 
tional 
Guard 
Of 
425,000 Men. 


Washington, April 21.—The senate 
by a rote of 46 to IO passed the army 
reorganization bill. 
It now goes to 
conference. 
Opposing the measure was one Re­ 
publican, Oronna of North Dakota, 
and nlna Democrats, Dial, Harrison, 
McKellar, Overman, Reed, Sheppard, 
Simmons, Smith of South Carolina 
and Trammell. 
Thb measure provides for a regular 
army of 297,000 officers and men, a 
national guard of 425,000 and a volun­ 
tary aystem of military training for 
young men between the ages of 18 
and 31. 
Except for the provisions fixing the 
size of the regular army and the na­ 
tional guard, the senate and house 
measures axe widely different. 
The 
house bill authorized a regular army 
of 299,000 men and 17,832 officers, 
while the senate measure provides 
for 230,000 enlisted men and 17,043 
officer*. 
Universal military training prom­ 
ises tbs principal obstacle for the 
senate 
end 
house 
conferees. 
The 
hone# bill made no provision 
for 
training, leaders there planning to 
bring oat a separate training meas- 
vireu 
. 
In the senate measure provision is 
made for four months’ training after 
Jan. I, 1922. 
Enlistment in the na­ 
tional reserve or national guard is 
optional, but not compulsory, upon 
conclusion of training. 
Under both the senate and house 
hills the national guard would con­ 
sist of SOO men and officers for each 
member of congress and be supported 
by the federal government, although 
under “direct” orders of the gover­ 
nors of tbs several states. 
Provisions in the senate bill for 
gradual reduction of the regular army 
to about 200,000 men in five years 
were eliminated by the senate after 
substitution of the voluntary for the 
compulsory training system. 
A plan 
for graduated reduction' of the regu­ 
lar establishment is contained in the 
house bill, however.

The Agricultural Department has 21,000 employes, something 
over 4,000 of them in Washington and 17,000 throughout the 
United States. The 17,000 come in contact day after day with 
the farmers and with the business men throughout the country. 
They have to do with the county agent work, with the eradica­ 
tion of diseases among live stock, plant diseases, insect pests, 
market reporting, weather service, etc. 
When you realize some of the results that have been accom­ 
plished with “only ten or twelve millions,'” you will put the em­ 
phasis on the “only,” because it is a mere trifle compared with 
the results.

The industry the Department of Agriculture is designed es-' 
pecially to serve has an invested capital of over eighty billions 
of dollars. You can take all the railroads in America, all the man­ 
ufacturing institutions—iron, steel, and all the rest-some seven­ 
ty-five other industries—add them all together, and you wrill have 
just met the capital invested in this business of agriculture. The 
agricultural and live stock product last year was twenty-five bil­ 
lions of dollars, equal in one year to our national debt at the pres­ 
ent time—one-half the wealth of France.
